(Still  on  Vacation...) 

I  want  to  thank  the  club  members  who  in  answer  to 
my  last  Bugle  request  for  ideas  sent  in  some  things 
they  wanted  me  to  do,  especially  the  unsigned  one 
asking  me  to  jump  in  the  lake!  California  postmark  - 
one  of  my  buddies  no  doubt!  This  gave  me  the  idea 
of  what  to  write  about.  I'm  still  here  at  Sand  Key, 
Florida  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  jump  in  the  lake! 
Actually,  I  mean  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Water  temp. 

72°  and  air  temperature  85°.  The  word  lake  made  me 
think  of  water  -  HIGH  water  and  storm  of  the  century 
(still  un-named).  This  tropical  storm  caused  much 
damage  to  almost  all  of  Florida  before  heading  NE 
and  causing  more  destruction.  Here  we  were  on  an 
island  beachfront  condo  eight  floors  up  looking  at 
20'  waves  and  surging  tides  covering  the  entire 
500'  wide  beach,  and  almost  to  the  top  of  our  break- 
wall.

PRIMER  FOR  THE  COLLECTOR 


May  '93 
by  Ken  Macomber 


Attending  a  card,  coin  or  collectibles  show  can 
be  overwhelming.  It  is  to  this  end  to  see  if  I 
can  make  interesting  reading  on  the  subject. 
Hopefully,  the  information  will  help  you  better 
enjoy  the  event,  whether  you  are  a  new  collector 
or  an  experienced  show  attendee. 

When  you  enter,  you'll  see  a  vast  array  of  mer¬ 
chandise  spread  before  you  and  it  can  be  an  excit¬ 
ing  event  for  the  novice  showgoer.  Since  it's 
easy  to  get  'carried  away'  I  would  suggest 
attending  your  first  show  with  no  money. 

Watch,  listen  and  learn.  A  friend  can  provide  a 
useful  sounding  board  when  considering  a  purchase 
and  sharing  an  event  makes  for  good  conversation 
on  the  drive  home. 

fou  need  to  understand  the  dealers  purpose  for 
being  there.  Most  dealers  take  tables  at  shows 
for  one  or  more  of  four  reasons:  1.  To  purchase 
items  from  the  public  and/or  other  dealers;  2.  To 
sell  to  other  dealers;  3*  To  sell  to  their  estab¬ 
lished  retail  customers;  4.  To  meet  and  try  to 
develop  a  business  relationship  with  potential 
new  customers.  Each  dealer  is  different  in  his  or 
her  approach  to  the  business,  level  of  knowledge 
and  ethics. 

If  a  dealer  stands  alert  with  a  smile  on  his  face 
offers  a  greeting  and  politely  invites  you  to 
examine  his  table  more  closely,  he's  probably 
interested  in  doing  business  with  you  and 
chatting  with  you  about  your  hobby. 

As  for  ethics  problems,  you  must  be  much  more 
careful  since  many  of  the  dealers  with  the  worst 
reputations  are  often  the  best  salesman.  Proceed 
carefully  and  don't  be  in  a  rush  to  make  a  deal 
if  you  feel  unsure  of  yourself. 

The  bourse  floor(show  area)  is  a  time  of  business 
for  the  dealers.  They  are  there  to  work  and  not 
chat  with  collectors  on  unrelated  topics. 

Vly  next  article  will  address  the  Do's  and  Don'ts 
for  attending  a  show. 
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It's  funny  how  Bugle  time  rolls  around  again 
SO  quickly!  I've  had  a  tough  time  keeping 
on  task  for  this  one!  Tax  time  was  so  intense 
that  I  needed  to  take  a  breather  before  start¬ 
ing  on  another  big  job,  so  I  went  out  and 
bought  myself  a  giant  puzzle!  My  next  project 
will  be  to  weed  the  garden.  Now  that  it's 
staying  light  until  8:00  pm  there  are  a  few 
extra  hours  in  the  day  to  communing  with  the 
slugs  and  dandelions!

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LOVE  TOKENS  and  SILVER  ROUNDS:  What  do  they  have  in 
common?  By  Doug  Jennings.  Member  //  69. 

My  collecting  interests  in  Silver  Rounds  and  Love 
Tokens  began  much  the  same  way.  I  was  trying  to  collect 
anything  and  evertyhing  that  had  something  to  do  with 
dollars.  Silver  Dollars  were  my  first  and  main  collecting 
interest,  so  I  tried  to  gather  other  numismatic  items 
which  were  related  in  size,  value,  shape,  and/or  design. 
This  desire  to  collect  things  which  were  dollar  related 
led  to  expanding  my  collecting  interests  to  paper  money, 
including  obsolete  banknotes  and  depression  script,  tokens 
and  medals,  like  Bryan  dollars,  "Good  fors",and  Se-Called 
dollars,  foreign  coins  of  Crown  size.  One  Ounce  Silver 
Rounds,  and  Love  Tokens  on  Silver  Dollars.  As  you  can  see 
the  whole  thing  has  gotten  out  of  hand 

The  first  love  token  I  purchased 
was  a  Morgan  dollar  with  'SARAH' 
engraved  on  it.  I  had  just  read  an 
article  about  Linda  Harp  and  her 
collection  of  Love  Tokens  on  Silver 
Dollars  when  she  happened  to  set  up  at 
our  Monroe  Coin  Club  Show.  She  had 

five  or  six  dollar  tokens  she  was  willing  to  sell  and  I 
chose  the  'SARAH'  because  of  my  wife's  grandmother.  This 
first  acquisition  also  started  me  on  the  trail  of  obtain¬ 
ing  a  family  tree  of  love  tokens,  which  has  become  an 
additional  adventure  in  collecting. 

Lloyd  Entenmann,  president  of  the  Love  Token  Society, 
(Ed.  Note:  Doug  Jenning  is  Vice-President)  has  been 
quoted  as  saying  that  a  love  token  is  "...somewhat  unique. 
They  must  be  created  on  a  coin  of  the  realm,  and  must  be 
hand  engraved.  "Lloyd  took  his  interest  in  love  tokens  so 
far,  that  he  wound  up  writing  a  book  about  them.  Addition¬ 
al  information  about  the  Love  Token  Society  or  Lloyd  s 
book  may  be  obtained  by  writing  Lloyd  at  this  address; 
Love  Token  Society,  c/o  Lloyd  Entenmann,  130  Cornell  Rd;

My  collection  of  love  tokens  consists  of  mainly  dimes 
with  the  names  or  initials  of  members  of  my  family  on  them 
or  silver  dollars,  some  with  the  names  or  initials  of  fam¬ 
ily  members  and  others  with  just  interesting  engravings.

The  dimes  usually  cost  $5.  to  $9.,  depending  on  the  engrav¬ 
ing  and  if  you're  buying  in  volume.  The  silver  dollars 
segin  around  $45.  to  $50.  and  can  go  as  high  as  $125.  or  so 
iepending  on  the  amount  of  engraving  and  topical  matter 
jeing  depicted.  I,  also,  have  a  love  token  on  a  $1.  gold 
piece.  For  this,  you  are  mainly  paying  the  spot  price  of 
jold.  Now  I  am  looking  for  a  love  token  on  a  Peace  Dollar. 

One  of  the  really  enjoyable  finds  is  when  you  can 
purchase  a  piece  which  fits  into  two  or  more  different 
categories  at  the  same  time.  I  have  been  able  to  purchase 
a  Bryan  Dollar  which  has  been  engraved  to  be  a  love  token 
and  is,  also,  a  So-Called  Dollar.  Also  I  have  a  couple  of 
silver  rounds  and  hearts  that  were  engraved  and  were  meant 
to  be  used  as  love  tokens.  These  are  the  ones  you  are 
always  looking  for. 

In  closing,  I  must  admit,  I  enjoy  both  areas  of  collect¬ 
ing  and  will  continue  to  be  in  the  hunt  for  additional 
pieces  for  my  collection.  If  you  have  any  questions  or 
comments,  drop  me  a  line  or  give  me  a  call.
